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The Zuckerberg effect 


Internet split on whether Facebook CEO should be Person of the Year

Facebook CEO Mark Zuckerberg was announced 
Wednesday as Time magazine’s Person of the Year, and, 
predictably, the Internet had some thoughts about it. 

Many in the tech blogo sphere said it’s hard to argue with 
the Time distinction for the man who steered the social- 
networking juggernaut to more than half a billion users. 

“Hit’s clear that Facebook has, in fact, been at the cen- 
ter of electrifying change in the way that we communicate 
with the people around us and share information,” wrote 
Caroline McCarthy of CNET. ‘And if Zuckerberg’s re- 
lentlessly hands-on approach with Face- 
book— which seems to have grown even 
closer and more obvious over the years — 
is any sign, this could not have happened 
without the young, flip-flops-clad CEO.” 

Others cited all the attention Facebook 
received this year for its privacy flaps, its 
efforts to spread its features to other areas 
of the Web and the hit movie “The Social 
Network.” 

But not all the chatter was positive. 

Ed Morrissey of the conservative po- 
litical blog Hot Air said he was “under- 
whelmed.” 

‘Apparently, Time didn’t know that Facebook launched 
in February 2004, and had achieved the status of most- 
trafficked social network by the end of 2008,” Morrissey 
wrote. “If the issue was impact, it seems as though Time is 
two years too late in awarding this.” 

He argued the Tea Party movement should have gotten 
the distinction or possibly Wiki leaks founder Julian As- 
sange. 

Assange topped a Time online poll (with allegations of 
digital ballot stuffing soon following) that asked users who 
the magazine should name Person of the Year. (Zucker- 
berg was 10 th.) 

Computerworld blogger Richi Jennings called Zucker- 
berg’s selection “a snub to WikiLeaks.” 

“Did Time cave in to political pressure? I neither know 
nor care,” Jennings wrote. “What I do know is that this 
year’s choice is simply ludicrous.”

Nice knowing you, 
minority TV stars 

You’ve probably heard NBC’s new slogan by now And if you haven’t, 
brace yourself— it’s pretty patronizing. 

It’s “More colorful.” 

The network debuted the slogan in September, describing it to 
industry website variety.com as a reference to its heritage and 1960s- 
like bumpers that said, “The following program is brought to you in 
living color on NBC.” 

At first, this sounded like an interesting marketing campaign. I 
thought, “Of course, they’re talking about that fruity peacock, right?” 
But when I heard the network’s lineup of new shows featured a 
slew of black, Latino and Indian folks, I laughed out loud. I couldn’t 
decide if I was offended or impressed— and the new slogan definitely 
brought to my attention that NBC wasn’t always so inclusive. 

NBC’s fall TV shows deliberately included more “colorful” actors, 
such as Blair Underwood in “The Event”; Terrance Howard and 
Regina Hall in “Law & Order: Los Angeles”; Jimmy Smits in “Outlaw”; 
Chicago-area native Parvesh Cheena in “Outsourced,” a sitcom whose 
entire premise centers around laughing at Indian people; and the 
attractive black spies of “Undercovers,” played by Boris Kodjoe and 
Gugu Mbatha-Raw 

I liked “Undercovers,” the black version of the film “Mr. & Mrs. 
Smith.” The show— created, it’s worth noting, by “Lost” producer J.J. 
Abrams— was smart, the characters were trilingual, and it was just 
plain entertaining. I was convinced that not only would this show be 
around for a while, but that Mbatha-Raw would be the world’s next 
breakout star. 

I was wrong— on both counts. 

Almost as quickly as NBC got “more colorful,” it got less colorful, 
pulling the plug on “Undercovers” and “Outlaw” after a few months. 

What happened? Were NBC’s new shows too colorful? No. The 
problem wasn’t the scripts or the actors— “Outlaw,” about a Supreme 
Court justice who steps down to return to private practice, also was 
pretty good— it was NBC’s marketing. 

Including multicultural characters in TV shows is important. Yet 
when I see a lineup of shows that deliberately cater to specific groups 
of viewers, it comes off as trying too hard and can even scare off tradi- 
tional audiences who aren’t interested in watching “black” or “Latino” 
TV If NBC had let “Undercovers” and “Outlaw” stand on their own 
merits, the shows would have lasted and fared well with viewers of all 
races. 

NBC, try to be slightly more subtle next time. We get it, you’re 
attempting to be more diverse now, and that’s cool ... but how’s that 
working out for you? Let it be natural and authentic, and the viewers 
will come. 

For the time being, I’ll go back to watching some other “more 
colorful” shows— “The Real Housewives of Atlanta,” anyone?— until 
the programming fare gets better.

Chicago native Nathan 
Williams dishes on why 
he took on ‘Girls Who 
Like Boys Who Like Boys’

Chicago native Nathan Williams, of the new docu- 
series “Girls Who Like Boys Who Like Boys,” wants 
you to know that he has gay friends. 

It just so happens that Sundance Channel and the 
reality show’s producers are most interested in the 
attorney-turned-movie producer’s relationship with 
his straight gal-pal, Crystal McCrary The duo are one 
of four couples featured in the show, which explores 
gay guy-straight girl friendships. 

If you’re thinking the “Will & Grace” phenomenon 
is old news, you’re not wrong. But Williams believes 
it’s a phenomenon worth exploring. 

“It’s an intimate relationship without sexual inti- 
macy ... the part that messes up all relationships,” said 
Williams, who lives in Newark. ‘And I think that’s 
interesting.” 

Throughout the eight-episode season, we’ll see the 
friends working to get McCrary’s book about the 
wives of NBA stars, “Homecourt Advantage,” made 
into a movie. The show also explores Williams’ desire 
to become a father— and how McCrary might help 
him. He asks her to be his surrogate. 

RedEye chatted with Williams, who grew up on the 
South Side, when he came home to spend Thanksgiv- 
ing with his mother. He talked about his friendship 
with McCrary, their goals for the show and what it’s 
like having your life filmed.

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Pair necessities 


What was your motivation for 
agreeing to do the show? 

My main hope for the show is that 
it opens people’s minds and makes 
people remember that we’re all human. 
... Whether you’re gay straight, black, 
brown, blue, white— we all have the 
same goals, wants, desires and we all 
have the same problems. 

A major part of your storyline is your 
desire to have kids. Has that always 
been important to you? 

It is something I’ve always wanted to 
do, probably because I had such a great 
childhood. ... I love kids. 

Was it difficult to get used to the cam- 
eras while filming the show? 

The cameras didn’t bother me because 
we didn’t shoot 24/7. We knew exactly 
when they were going to be there; we 
knew the event. It was just a matter 
of going in and doing the event. What 
was odd for me were the probing ques- 
tions. ... There are some very intimate 
things that I share; it was a little 
uncomfortable. 

Did you keep things from them? 

Crystal and I both withheld, I would 
say, 70 percent of our schedule. ... For 
the most part, what you see is what 
you get; that’s who we are. The banter 
that you see is how we are with each 
other. 


The gay guy-straight girl thing is not 
new, so why this show now? 

Within a relationship where the 
woman is straight and the guy is gay, 
you take out that big “S.” She’s allowed 
to be completely a woman and she has 
someone who is allowed to understand 
that part of her, that feminine side of 
her. And she understands that part 
of him that allows them to relate to 
each other in a way she can’t relate to a 
straight guy because always in the back 
of the minds is sex. 

Just because you are gay, it doesn’t 
mean you are destined to have a 
straight female BFF. As in any friend- 
ship, you have to click. 

I tell this to people all the time: My 
sexuality is secondary to us connecting. 
My sexuality allows us to have a rela- 
tionship that is much more expansive. 
... It opens avenues that it wouldn’t if I 
were straight. 

Tell me about your relationship with 
Chicago. 

Chicago is always in my heart. I call 
on Chicago every day ... I talk so 
fondly about growing up in this city 
and what it meant to my develop- 
ment. Chicagoans are some of the 
most genuine, down-to-earth people 
that there are. ... Chicago has all the 
stuff New York has, but they do it 
with a smile.

Chicagoans sound off 
on the ever-debatable 
gay BFF phenomenon

Pop culture has for years proclaimed the “gay 
best friend” as the pal for the girl who has ev- 
erything. But Jenn Kwiecien would simply call 
him her best friend. Her perspective is more 
real-life and not so “Sex and the City” 

“It’s just, like, a regular friendship,” says 
the East Lakeview resident, who’s straight. 
Kwiecien, 20, and her gay friends bond over 
watching “Glee” and listening to Britney 
Spears, but their relationships are more than 
just the sketches presented in movies and TV 
shows from “Clueless” to “Will 
& Grace” to “Gossip Girl.” “We 
just all love each other,” she 
says. 

The latest talking point on 
the subject has been Sundance 
Channel’s recent docu-series 
“Girls Who Like Boys Who 
Like Boys.” The reality show 
airs at 9 p.m. Tuesdays and fo- 
cuses on the lives of four friend 
couples— each made up of one 
straight woman and one gay 
man— living in New York City 

While the entertainment 
industry continues to mine 
similar combos for pop-culture 
fodder, Chicagoans on both 
sides of the relationships say 
their friendships are pretty self- 
explanatory Still, author Tom 
Dolby, who co-edited the book on which Sun- 
dance based its show, said he found the friend- 
ships hold plenty of meat for examination. 

“We wanted to get beneath the surface of” 
the friendship, he said of the book of essays 
that shares the TV show’s title. Instead of 
typical prepackaged depictions of a “gay best 
friend,” they wanted to strike out, “not to show 
that it’s all about shopping and ogling boys, 
running up massive credit card {debt}.” 

That kind of labeling came to the forefront 
in July when Teen Vogue likened the “gay 
best friend” to one of the season’s “must-have 
items.” The response to the piece was less than 
enthusiastic from writers such asjessanne Col- 
lins on salon.com, who pointed out that gay 
men aren’t Pomeranians, they’re people. 

A gay man whose only role in life is to pick 
out fantastic Louboutin stilettos for his bestie 
doesn’t come off as realistic anymore, Dolby 
said. On the other hand, some of those with 


whom RedEye spoke say they know the limita- 
tions of entertainment and don’t expect shows 
such as “Glee” to feature unvarnished reality 

“It’s very hard to convey in a short amount of 
time the complexity of a relationship,” Dolby 
said. Sometimes, one of the characters can 
wind up being “portrayed as an object,” he said. 

Olayinka Hassan, 32, of the South Loop, said 
her plentiful friendships with gay men are iden- 
tical to those with other women or straight 
men. Hassan said she was raised to consider 
someone’s sexuality irrelevant. 

“It never was a big deal,” she said, saying she 
never felt the need to say “you’re this; you’re 
that. ... Sometimes in society we’re so quick to 
label.” 

Many said their friendships developed based 
on personalities and their own comfort zones. 
Travis Gorline, 38, of Andersonville, says he has 
an overwhelmingly straight-fe- 
male friend base. He just gets 
along better with women. 

“We all shop a lot. We take 
pride in the way we look,” said 
Gorline, who is gay adding 
that he grew up in a family full 
of women. “I have some social 
friends that are guys. But I 
don’t feel like I have a whole 
lot in common with them. ... I 
just was always around strong 
women, I would guess.” 

Though Gorline said he’s 
aware of pop-culture depic- 
tions of women who think 
having a gay best friend is like 
getting a sleek new pair of 
boots, he doesn’t feel objecti- 
fied in his circle. 

“I don’t deal with it in my 
life,” he said. “I don’t think that I’m anybody’s 
token gay” 

The relationships can be longstanding. Lis- 
sette Alvarez, 32, of West Town, often hangs 
out in Boystown, despite knowing she might 
not meet the man of her (non-platonic) dreams 
there. 

“I almost feel like it’s a safe zone. I don’t think 
I’m going to get some d-bag who has some Af- 
fliction T-shirt, a ball cap on, who wants to talk 
to me,” she said. “If someone comes behind me 
and starts dancing, I know it’s just for fun. It’s 
not because he wants to get into my pants.” 

Even for friends who are in the relation- 
ships, the friendships can be difficult to fully 
pin down. 

“Em trying to think of a straight guy friend 
to compare it with, which is hard,” says Valerie 
Esrig, 27, of Villa Park. “I tend to have more fun 
when Em hanging out with my gay friends.”

Election board hearing shifts to what’s stored in Rahm Emanuel’s house

The fight over Rahm Emanuel’s eligibil- 
ity to run for mayor turned into a debate 
Wednesday about what’s in the basement 
of his Chicago home. 

On day two of a rambling hearing into 
claims that Emanuel doesn’t meet the 
one-year residency rule for candidates, 
testimony focused on his contention that 
his family left prized possessions stored 
in their North Side house when they went 
to Washington for his job as President 
Obama’s chief of staff. 

Emanuel’s attorneys argue that it shows 
he intended to return to his home even 
though it was being leased while he was 
gone. But a lawyer for the leading objec- 
tors to Emanuel sought to undermine his 
testimony Tuesday at the election board 
hearing by calling one of Emanuel’s renters 


to the stand. 

Laurie Halpin and her husband refused 
Emanuel’s request to end their lease early 
when he returned to Chicago this fall, and 
amid the ensuing publicity Robert Halpin 
launched his own brief bid for mayor. 

Under questioning from election attor- 
ney Burt Odelson, Laurie Halpin testified 
Wednesday that she had been all through 
the basement and never saw the treasures 
Emanuel said were stored there— every- 
thing from his wife’s wedding dress to fam- 
ily china to the clothes his children wore 
leaving the hospital after their births. 

But minutes after her testimony Eman- 
uel’s lawyers presented their own witness 
to explain the apparent contradiction. 

Mee Kim- Chavez, of Chicago, an Eman- 
uel family friend, said she helped Amy 
Rule, Emanuel’s wife, pack up about 30

boxes of family belongings into boxes that 
were placed into a basement crawlspace to 
which the Halpins didn’t have access.

CTA waiting 
for checks

Chicago-area mass-transit agencies are 
expecting a huge check from the state 
this week to catch up on most of the late 
public-subsidy payments that are needed 
to avoid fare increases and service cuts 
next year, officials said Wednesday 

The Regional Transportation Author- 
ity has billed the state $451 million on 
behalf of the RTA, the CTA, Metra and 
Pace, officials said. The state postponed 
payment of much of the money because 
of the budget crisis. 

The RTA is “in the process of receiving 
everything except $22 million this week,” 
said Clint Sabin, RTA manager of legisla- 
tive affairs. In addition, Comptroller Dan 
Hynes has promised to pay the $22 million 
by the end of the year, Sabin said. 

While that’s good news for transit rid- 
ers in a state expected to face a $15 billion 
budget deficit by next year, the state gov- 
ernment also already is amassing a back- 


log of bills to the RTA system. 

The RTA billed the state $148 million 
so far in the state’s 2011 fiscal year, which 
began in July State officials have not indi- 
cated when the money will be paid, RTA 
officials said. 

Gov Quinn has promised that the 
state would fulfill its fiscal 2010 funding 
commitments to all Chicago-area transit 
agencies by year’s end. 

The transit agencies, whose budgets 
are based on a calendar year, are counting 
on the late payments to close 2010 with 
balanced budgets, as required by law, and 
avoid racking up deficits in the new year. 

Failure by the state to pay up would re- 
quire the transit agencies to amend their 
budgets, possibly leading to fare hikes 
and service cuts next year, officials said. 

“We are still owed a little bit over 
$70 million, but we have a commitment 
to receive [all the funding},” CTA presi- 
dent Rich Rodriguez said. 


Police mum on honeybee' question 
before Thursday news conference

Police have scheduled a news conference 
for 2 p.m. Thursday in Joliet to discuss the 
case involving a man who was killed over 
the weekend while trying to rob an Orland 
Park tanning salon. 

Sources have told the Tribune that po- 
lice are investigating whether Gary Ama- 
ya, 48, of downstate Rankin, could be the 
killer commonly known as the “Honeybee 
gunman.” 

In October, a gunman randomly shot 


and killed Rolando Alonso, 45, and wound- 
ed Josh Garza, 19, while they rehabbed a 
home near Beecher. 

Later that day the gunman shot Keith 
Dahl, 64, a farmer near Lowell, Ind., and 
stole $60 from him. The gunman appar- 
ently asked about honeybees, which led to 
his nickname. 

Amaya’s vehicle matched the descrip- 
tion of the honeybee gunman’s light-blue 
Chevrolet truck, sources said. 

The .38 -caliber revolver Amaya wielded 


at L.A. Tan matches the weapon used in 
the honeybee shootings, the Tribune first 
reported Monday. Ballistic tests deter- 
mined the match, sources said. 

Will County Sheriff Paul Kaupas, Lake 
County Ind., Sheriff Roy Dominguez and a 
top official from the Orland Park police de- 
partment are expected to attend Thursday’s 
news conference, said Ken Kaupas, a spokes- 
man for the Will County sheriff’s police. 

Police would not provide any details in 
advance of the news conference.

Madoff widow asks 
for privacy after suicide 


Researchers cautious 
about HIV ‘cure’ claim 


German researchers who used a bone mar- 
row transplant to treat a cancer patient 
with HIV have declared him cured of the 
virus — a stunning claim in a field where the 
word “cure” barely is whispered. 

The patient, who had both an HIV in- 
fection and leukemia, received the bone 
marrow transplant in 2007 from a donor 
who had a genetic mutation known to give 
patients a natural immunity to the virus. 

Nearly four years after the transplant, 
the patient is free of the virus and it does 
not appear to be hiding anywhere in his 


body, Thomas Schneider and his colleagues 
at Berlin Charite hospital said. 

“Our results strongly suggest that cure 
of HIV has been achieved in this patient,” 
they wrote in the journal Blood. 

AIDS researchers have rejected the ap- 
proach on any kind of scale for patients 
with HIV. A bone marrow transplant is a 
last-ditch treatment for cancers such as 
leukemia. 

It requires destruction of a patient’s 
own bone marrow— itself a harrowing pro- 
cess— and then a transplant from a donor 


who has a near-exact blood and immune 
system type. Months of recovery are need- 
ed while the transplant grows and reconsti- 
tutes the patient’s immune system. 

“It’s not practical and it can kill people,” 
said Dr. Robert Gallo of the Institute 
of Human Virology at the University of 
Maryland, who helped discover the hu- 
man immunodeficiency virus that causes 
AIDS. “It is possibly a cure, that’s for sure, 
you won’t know for absolute sure until the 
person dies and undergoes extreme PCR 
{genetic} analysis of post-mortem tissue.” 


The widow of Mark Madoff said she 
is devastated by the death of her 
husband, who took his own life two years 
to the day after his father, Bernie, was ar- 
rested in the largest Ponzi scheme in U.S. 
history. “I ask that you please show decen- 
cy and understanding toward all of Mark’s 
children and allow us to mourn in private,” 
Stephanie Madoff said in a written state- 
ment Wednesday.

Senate passes 
tax bill; House 
tackles ‘DADT’ 


□ WASHINGTON The Sen- 
ate approved a controversial 
$858 billion tax cut package Wednes- 
day; overwhelmingly voting to extend 
the Bush-era tax reductions despite a 
series of objections from both the left 
and the right. 

The measure now advances to the 
House of Representatives. The House 
will take up the bill Thursday, accord- 
ing to Majority Leader Steny Hoyer 
(D-Md.). 


The package includes a two-year ex- 
tension of the Bush-era tax cuts set to 
expire Dec. 31. 

It also would extend unemploy- 
ment benefits for 13 months, cut the 
payroll tax by 2 percentage points for 
a year, restore the estate tax at a lower 
level and continue a series of other tax 
breaks. 

Also Wednesday the House voted 
to overturn the ban on openly gay and 
lesbian soldiers serving in the military 
passing legislation repealing the con- 
troversial “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 

The bill— a so-called “standalone” 
measure not tied to any other legisla- 
tive items— passed in a virtual party- 
line vote.

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Pain is in the job description for Wolves enforcer 
Andre Deveaux— though he’d rather dish it out

Toss a dart at an anatomy chart and you’re 
likely to hit a part of the body that Andre 
Deveaux has injured during his decade-long 
hockey career. The 26 -year-old Wolves for- 
ward has suffered three concussions, broken 
his nose multiple times, torn a ligament in his 
thumb, injured his knees and endured swollen 
knuckles, feet, ankles and much more. 

It would be enough to force some to ques- 
tion their chosen career, but for Deveaux, in- 
juries are just part of the game. 

“Hockey is probably the fastest team sport 
out there, and it can get pretty violent,” he 
said. “Getting hurt happens a lot. Nobody is 
really 100 percent healthy out there.” 

Wolves head trainer Kevin Kacer can testi- 
fy to that. In 2008-09 season, he said Wolves 
players sat out a combined 244 games because 
of injury, mostly from a patellar fracture, wrist 
fracture, finger fracture and a couple of con- 
cussions— all involving separate players. Last 
season, Wolves players missed a combined 
389 games; most were the result of two sea- 
son-ending knee injuries and a season-ending 
shoulder injury 

“Some of the most common injuries I see 
in hockey are contusions of all sorts, typically 
from player-to-player contact or getting hit 
by the puck,” Kacer said. £ Also quite common 
are shoulder injuries, mostly from collision 
with an opponent or the boards. 

“Knee injuries are somewhat common as 
well, usually the MCL.” 

Deveaux is familiar with many of those 
injuries, partly because of his role with the 
Wolves. Though he leads the team with 
11 goals and is fifth with 19 points this season, 
the 6 -foot-4, 232-pound Deveaux also acts as a 
bruising enforcer who leads the team in pen- 
alty minutes. 


The fisticuffs that result from his on-ice 
role have led to black eyes, broken noses and 
facial cuts requiring dozens of stitches. But 
the most painful hits come from his blindside, 
Deveaux said. 

“Tou gotta be able to prepare for hits, oth- 
erwise it really hurts,” he said. “That’s why you 
see defensemen, when they’re going for the 
puck in the corner, you see them looking over 
their shoulder to see who’s coming, because 
you gotta be able to brace for the impact.” 

Other hits are harder to prepare for. The 
sting of a puck flying at up to 100 mph is 
something Deveaux has taken a while to get 
used to. 

“It’s a bad sting, and it jars your body for a 
second,” he said. 

Ever since being tagged by a puck on the 
unprotected part of his knee early in his ca- 
reer, Deveaux rarely goes down on one knee 
to block shots. 

“If I do, my knee is never facing the puck,” 
he said. 

Even a shot 
that hits De- 
veaux in the 
skate can cause 
lingering damage. 

“It’s not so bad for that game, but then your 
foot swells up, and for the next couple weeks 
it’s hard to get your foot back into the skate,” 
he said. “Tou feel it all the time, and you have 
to tie your skates looser.” 

Still, with all of the bumps, bruises, cuts 
and worse, Deveaux considers himself fortu- 
nate. 

“I’m actually lucky in a lot of ways because 
I’m still able to play and have a job and play 
hockey for a living,” Deveaux said. “There’s 
a lot of guys that get hurt and can’t play any- 
more.”

Throwing right-handed punch- 
es can take a toll on Deveaux’s 
knuckles. “They are sometimes 
swollen and sore to the point 
where I wouldn’t want anything 
touch them,” he said. “Like I’d put 
my hands on top of the covers 
and everything [when sleeping].’’ 

THUMB 

Right after he was called up by 
the NHL’s Toronto Maple Leafs in 
November 2008, Deveaux tore 
ligaments in his right thumb while 
attempting to yank the jersey of 
the Philadelphia Flyers player 
Josh Gratton during a fight. “That 
kinda sucked,” he said. “My hand 
would swell up like a balloon, and 
I couldn’t even grip my stick for 
a while. It was so bad that I even 
had to brush my teeth with my 
other hand.” 
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HEAD 

Deveaux said concussions are “the worst injuries to deal 
with.” He suffered two in the Ontario Hockey League and 
one as a member of the Wolves. During a fight 
Dec. 7, 2007 he was knocked out by a punch from Steve 
MacIntyre of the Providence Bruins and was unconscious 
for about 10 seconds. “I remember waking up in the dress- 
ing room, looking around, not knowing where I was, and 
then I tried to get up and walk, and I fell flat on my face,” 
Deveaux said. “That’s definitely the worst one.” 


NOSE 

Need proof Deveaux is 
a fighter? Exhibit A: His 
rugged-looking nose, 
which has been broken 
at least three times by 
his own count. The first 
time, during a scrap 
in the junior hockey 
leagues, was the worst. 
“I didn’t know how to 
fight a lefty, and he got 
me right at the begin- 
ning,” Deveaux said. 
“By the end, there was 
a huge puddle of blood 
and a trail that followed 
me all the way to the 
dressing room.” 


KNEE 

Deveaux tweaked his MCL 
after falling awkwardly in the 
2007 fight with MacIntyre 
and missed a month. He also 
was struck by a puck during a 
shot-block attempt in a game 
with the AHL’s Springfield 
Falcons in 2004. The puck 
struck the unprotected area 
between his knee pads and 
pants. “I had a bruise for like 
two and a half months there,” 
he said. "It turned every single 
color imaginable and was stiff 
forever.” 
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EYEBROW 

A flying puck to the 
left brow left Deveaux 
with a deep cut that re- 
quired stitches and left 
a small scar. “It’s got- 
ten better, but it used 
to look really funny,” 
Deveaux said.

Oh, Noah 


Bulls forward will have 
surgery on thumb, be 
out up to 10 weeks 

TORONTO At a time their winning streak 
stretched to seven games and all fingers 
should be pointing upward, the Bulls’ sea- 
son became all thumbs again. 

Two weeks after Carlos Boozer made his 
season debut following thumb surgery, two 
team sources told the Tribune just before 
halftime Wednesday that Joakim Noah 
will undergo surgery Thursday morning to 
repair a torn ligament in his right thumb. 

The Bulls officially announced the news 
after the 110-93 victory over the Raptors. 

Noah is scheduled to miss eight to 10 
weeks, not returning until after the All- 
Star break in late February or early March. 
That would be at least 30 games for the 
heart and soul— and rebounding ma- 
chine— of the franchise. 

“It sucks,” Noah said. “It’s not what I 
want. But I have to get back to playing at a 


high level. I’m tired of taking anti-inflam- 
matory [pills] every time I play I’m tired of 
not dribbling with my right hand. 

“I’m going to miss playing. It’s frustrat- 
ing because I feel we have a chance to be 
really, really good. But I know in the long 
run, this is what needs to be done.” 

Having the surgery now ensures Noah 
will return in time for the playoffs. 

“We’re disappointed for Jo,” coach Tom 
Thibodeau said. “He has put a lot of work 
in. 

“But our guys are confident and the 
bench is deep. We have more than enough 
to win with. Taj [Gibson] and Kurt [Thom- 
asjhave started a bunch of games in the 
league. Lu [Deng] has been very very ef- 
fective at [power forward]. And Carlos can 
go to [center] some.” 

Replacing Noah’s intensity and length 
will be difficult. He entered Wednesday’s 
game ranked fifth in the league at 11.7 re- 
bounds per game. 

That represented a career high, as did 
his 14.2 points per game.

After 20 years not knowing the location 
of his father (Jeff Bridges), Sam Flynn 
(Garrett Hedlund) finds him trapped 
in the futuristic digital universe Pops 
created back when arcade games were 
popular and cyber-characters hurling 
discs at each other was a novel, mind- 
blowing idea. The father-son reunion 
is complicated by the villainous agenda 
of Clu (Bridges, through impressive 
special effects, as a younger man), but 
at least Sam gets help from a variety of 
hotties (Olivia Wilde, Beau Garrett) in 
ultra-form-fitting attire. 

The buzz: In 1982, “Tron” was ahead of 
its time and, sorry, a plodding onslaught 
of technological mumbo-jumbo. (At 
l least seen recently through modern 

eyes ; my impending birth prevented me 
from seeing “Tron” during its original 
release.) The Internet age justifies another sci-fi look at the 
challenge of maintaining humanity in a digital space, but that 
idea may only go so far through a 3-D lens in the hands of a first- 
time director and first-time feature screenwriters. 

The verdict: The plot’s still an error message, unless you can 
explain why anyone thinks a “perfect system” is an unhappy 
society where the primary activity is life-or-death ultimate Fris- 
bee laser tag. Style gets a free pass over substance when it looks 
like this, though, as the shiny, beautiful new world simulates 
either an acid trip inside a glowstick or the best-ever video by 
electronic/dance outfit Daft Punk, which supplies the movie’s 
propulsive music. “Tron: Legacy” is one of the few winter films 
that feels like an event, moving with the brisk excitement of a 
fast download and the sleekness that “Futurama” might have if 
its budget had more zeroes. It sure isn’t Shakespeare. Sample 
dialogue: “Tfau want to play?
